Species 1) Figures 1- 3 and 8-10. (two phase-conjugated optical signals are 

used for the RF signal transmission). 
Species 2) Figures 11-16. (two optical wavelengths are used for the RF signal 

transmission). 

Species 3) Figures 17-22. (two polarized optical waves are used for the RF 

signal transmission). 

2. Species 1-3 are directed to a radio frequency optical transmission system for 
optically transmitting a radio frequency signal. The related inventions are distinct if the 
inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the 
inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either 
not capable of use together or can have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.050). 

In the instant case, each of Species 1-3 has structural design features that differ 
from the other Species. As framed above, the different Species are distinct or 
independent because: 

The disclosure suggests that each Species is mutually exclusive of the 
other Species. That is, use of one Species suggests not using any of the other Species. 

The Species are not obvious variants of each other. 

Each Species has materially different structural design features.
